The perieverance of the army under wants and hardthips excited the 
admiration and applauie of the country, until the perfonal and family 
diftreffes of the former conftrained them to remind their fellow-citizens 
of the want, on their part, of equitable and grateful returns. From 
that time many have feigned to entertain ill grounded and impolitic 

ies of the army. Some have even charged the officers with acqui- 
ring wealth, and afpiring after honours and diftinétion, at the very-time 
when itihas required all the perfuafion within the compafs of languags 
and arguntent’to retain them in fervice. Re 

A laudable pride, avifingfrom a jutt fenfe of the real dignity of their 
employments and ftations; an ambition of excelling, which has been 
efteemed by all wiie nations asa paflion amiablesin itfelf, and eflen- 
tial to the authority that is neceffary in every well conflituted army, 

* have rendered the officers of our army opprobrious to too many in civil 
life ; fome of whom, and even of thofe in power and of influence, we 
fear, have laboured to counteraét and debafe the principle, by denying 
the officers not only a fuitable provifion to maintain their charodcter, 
but by leaving them to want the neceflaries of food and clothing. 

“The officers are fenfible‘of the public embarra(fments, they have 
been attentive to the adminiltration of civil as well as military atftirs, 

‘and forward in fuggefting their thoughts on every proper occafion, with 

‘an honeft zeal of promoting the weifare of the army and State. They 
do not’ look for impoffibilities from Government, but they with to fee 
that ¢ffufiom of a liberal heart which it is poffible to exhib’€ in a ftate 
of poverty. Generofity is the charaéteriftic of a foldier : For the love 
of his country he Javithes health and life, for which no equivalent can 
be given him.: Should he ‘not then be fpared the mortiiication of re- 
ceiving his pittance from a reluctant hand ? 

The prefent incomes of the niajority of the people who bear the 
burden of the public charges,-are pioportiened to the¢ncreafed prices 
of the neceflaries of life. If it is objected, that thofe who fubiilt by 
fixt falaries, or by the intereft of their money, pr have been ravaged 
by the enemy, are as great fharers as the army in the common cala- 
mity, it argues, perhaps, no more than that they ought to be favour- 
ed by fome exemptions, or that thofe who have fulered lets fhouid 
“contribute to indemnify them. 

Was the cafe and circumitances of (the army fully underftood by the 
people at large, we are perfuaded their wifdom and ienfibility would 
render their fituation eligtblevand happy as poffible. 

The war appears to us as far from an honourable iflue as it has ever 
done. Our allies, however gencrous their intentions, Nave not been 
able to give us the expected affiftance, Perhaps Providence, by repeat- 
ed difappointments from this quarter, defigns ta convince us, that our 
help and falvation is, under God, to br detived from our own exer- 
‘tions. . . 

There is no ground of hope that the enemy will relinquith t} cir ob- 
jet, till they find the country prepared to defend iticlf; that is, until 
they fee an army oppofed to them as regular as their own, and on as 
permanetit a balis. Our prefent condition promifes them the fpeedy 
accomplifignent of their wilhes. An army cenfilting of a few inadc- 
quate thouiands, almoft deftitute of every public fupply ; its officers, 
wwhofe tables once abounded with plenty and variety, fabfifting, month 
after month, on one bare ration Of dry bread and meat, and that fre- 
quently ofthe meaneft quality 5 their familics looking up to them 
for their ufual fupport; their children for the education to which they 
once hud atitle. Our enemies know hman nature too well to ap- 
pre’ -¢ they thall have to contend long with an army under fuch cir- 
cumftances. * : 

In faithfulnefs:to our country we make this reprefentation, without 
the folicitation or knowledge of thofe officers who are the chief iubjects 
of it: They, we are aflured, are generally determined to refign their 
commillions at the’clofe of this campaign ; indeed, it is impoflible for 
them to. continue, let their virtue and inclination be ever fo great ; 
and we cannot but exprefs to you, that we hall confider the lofs of the 
present body of officers as little thort of the diffolution of the army.

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If the country Is competent to'its defence, without a regular army, 
no more meed be ‘faid Gi the fubject; let ours progrefs, as it does, to 


‘] its diffolution ; but, Onthe other hand, if an army well appointed and 


vided isabMlntely aeceilary, the. fubjects of it shuft be made eafy 
contented with their Gtaation ;reafonable things will iatisfy them. 
The officers have, we conceive, & jut claint to a handiome tupport, 
according to. thcic rank, for the time prefent, and to be feture of an 


Piaster-prgeition, to eompemate for the lofs.of bulinéfs, and “to enable

hem, when the war is over, to live among their brethren above con- 
tempt: Without this preyisan, a pitifulpenury, if vot want and mi- 
fery, moft be the unavoidgble portion 4f'men who have faithfully dit- 
charged thcieduty as offiéers and og] 

The wages and rations of the, offigers, jf paid in fpecie, much lets in 
notes, are by no meags: diificient 16 fiipport them with. deeeacy and 
comfort to themiclves, awd advantage to the fervice ; The necetiaries 
aiid conveniencies of life aré raifed to two orthree times their former 
prices:in fpecie; and as to the depreciation notes.(io called) they do 
not in fact fell for one third their nominal value, 

It is our opinion, that nething lefs than the nominal fum of the 
wages and rations made good from time to time in its-relative value to 
the property of the country, will or ought to be fatisfactory : ‘Vhis 
has been done for the New York ‘ine; and,as toa future provifion? 
ours ask no mere than what the Jalt mentioned State and the Southern 
States haye done, or may do, for’ their refpedtive lines ferving in the 
fame army with them. © If it thoutd be thought belt to vary the mode 
of payment, there will he no ebjeétion. A tum in grofs will be amore 
agreeable and advantagcous to the Ea(tern officers, and more confonant 
to the fentiments prevailing in their ttates, than an annuity unaccom- 
pamed with fervices : And here we take the opportunity to mention 
that fome ftates feem to be taking meatnres to attach to themitlves the 
affe@tion of their own troops. With what views it is done we know 
not; but, we fhould fuppofe fimilar motives to the fame line of con- 
duct matt exill in every ftate. 

-We'beg leave to.add, as a oveafure ef propriety and juftice, that a 
reatonable conlideratian be paid to officers, who, thiough the want of 
health, thuli he obligéd to retlte beforé theend of the war.

I WAS much: obliged to yon, my dear Sir, for the letter which you 

did me the favoar to write me fince your returd to Bolton, Iam 
forry'to find that the fame fpitit of inditference to public affairs prevails 
it is neceflary weethould roufe, and begin to do our bufinefs in carnett, 
or we fhall play a lofing game. It is impoffible the conteft can be 
much longer fupported on the prefent footing. We mutt have a Go- 
vernment with more power. We muft havea tax in kind. We nut 

have a foreign loan. “We muft have a bank on the true principles of a 

bank. We mutt have. an admigiltration diftind from Congre, and in 

the hands of ingle men & p tbeig “ofders;. We mutt, above all 
things, have an army for the waryand an eftablifhment that will intered 
the officers in the fervice. 

Congrets are deliberating on our military affairs; but, I apprehend 
their refolutions will be tinétured with the old {pirit, We feem to be 
proof againit experience, “They will, however, recommend an army 
-for the war, at leaft as a primary’objeét. All thofe who love their 
country ought to exert their influence in the States where they retide, 
to determine them to take up this object with energy. The States 
mu/t fink ander the burden ef temporary inliitmeots$ and the enemy 
will conquer us by dearces, during the intérvals of our wee Koes. 

Clinton is now faid to be making a confiderable detachment to the 
fouthward. My fea are high, my hopes low. 

We are told here, there is: to be a Congrefs of the neutral Powers at 
the Ha_ue, for mediating a peace. God fend it mey be true. We 
want it ; but, if the idea gets abroad, ’tis ten to one if we do not fan- 
cy the thing done, and fall iato. a profound fleep, till the cannon of 
the enemy awaken as next fampaign.

It is, however, faid, that 
there are many contraband adventurers ia the Murray Frith, 
and that the cutters in that trade act in a-double capacit rs 
fometines fmuggling, and fometimes capturing the thips of 
the fair trader: Check the one evil, add perhaps the other 
will, of courfe, diminith. ; 

Let us not murmur when there is fo little caufe ; bat let 
us usite in requeltivg a fufficient protection for the enfuing 
feafon, and in propofing, at the fame time, to the Lords of 
the Admitalty, any, alterations, in the ftations of the thips, 
that may appear expedient.

HAD occafion to be in Glafgow fome weeks ago, and 

as [ was an entire flranger there, I went along with a 
friendy before dinner, to. take a view of fome of ita gypio- 
lities. We had not zone far, till we obferved a croud nl 
ple aflembled at the fide of the river, and, upon coming up 
to them, we found this was occafioned by an infant having 
been difcovered lying at the bottom of the water, the body 
of which had jult been bronght afbore. 'Tigje ipettacle fer- 
ved me in a great meafuce for my dinner. 

Next day, my friend and I,.in making a circuit along a 
different quarter of the town, obferved tuch a,other croud 
collected ; upon enguiry, we found they had jult foatched 
a young child from the armg of its motlier, who was inttant- 
ly about to have thrown it intoa well. Good God! thought 
I, can this be the daily pratiee of the people here ? a. peo- 
ple too, from whom, during my thort-itay among. them, I 
have received fo much civility and kindnets. 

In the evening we had a good deal of con¥erfation on this 
head, whea I was pretty inquifitive about the police of the 
city, and am fully of opinion, that the frequency of child- 
murders there, and in many othet places, proceeds from 
two catifes, 1/7, The clergy cofftinuing that foolifh, that 
barbarous, (I liad almoft faid criminal) part of their prere- 
gative, in making thefe unfortunate..creatures do penance 
before the congregation. And, 2d/y, There being no place 
prepared for the reception of foundlings,. 

The Alithor of our being bad wiftly implanted in our fia. 
ture, a ftrong affectinn for* our progeny ; it is certain too, 
that the maternal affeCtion is much ftronger than the pater- 
nal, efpecially during the child’s helpleis flate of infancy. 
This affe&tion is not confined to man; I have known a 
goldfinch allow one to ftroke her in the neft, rather than 
leave her callow young, that -had jult broke their brittle 
bondage. A hen, that is as remarkable for her timidity, as 
a cock is for his courage-aud boldaefs, will even attack a 
lion in defence of her young. 

Ic is evident, therefore, that before a.mother ufes violence 
to her babe, fhe mutt have undergone -a violent ftruggle in 
her own miad, and hort her own feelinggy'n the moft extreme 
degree. I will go farther, aud effert, that it is the moft 
virtuous (if 1 may be allowed theexpreflion) of thefe un- 
fortunate young, women, "WG proceed to this: eXtremity. 
She reflects, the snows, that if- the is brought to that pub- 
lic fhame, her character amoug. the good and virtuous, more 
efpecially thofe of her own fex,. is irretrievably loft for ever. 
She dzows the will be fhunned and avoided by them; and 
that, though formed for fociety, if the affociates with any, 
it mutt be with the worthlefs and abandoned, ‘whofe exam- 
ple (which is always much ftronger than precept) will lead 
her ou from one ftep to another, till her career foon finithes 
in total ruin and de&rution. 

A perfon who is lof to-all fenfe of thame, views the pub- 
lic rebukes, or the fulmihatjons of the clergy, with equal 
indifference ; and, notwithftanding her infainy, will fel- 
dom or never ufe violence to her children, if. the has any 
means for their fubfiftence. ‘ 

The clergy ought to canfider, that they themfclves are 
here in a flate of frailty and imperfection, like their neigh- 
bours. They ought to call to mind-the piccepts of: their 
‘Divine Matter, * Blefled is the merciful, for he fhail ob- 
« tain mercy.’ —** He that is without fin among you, cait 
the firft ftone at her.” I by no means juttify or ap- 
prove of fuch commerce ; ‘but what I contend for and af- 
firm, (and which the experienve of many ages clearly fhows) 
is, that thefe meansemployed by the clergy, do not anfwe r 
the end propofed. 

I am informed, that the .prefeat Magiftrates of Glafgow 
are diftinguithed for their philanthropy, and knowledge of 
the world. Were they and the Minitters to join together 
in adopting, and carrying into execution, this beneficent 
plan, it would do great honour to them when living, and 
would make their memories highly revered wher dead: Be- 
fides, fuch children, as they refpectively grow up, would be- 
come a real acquifition to the State...
